Who  Must  Judge  in  Allowing  and  Disallow- 
ing at  the  Lord's  Table? 

The  church  is  invested  with  the  right  to 
judge  those  who  seek  membership.  “Him 
that  is  weak  in  the  faith  receive  ye.”  Rom. 
14:1.  It  belongs  to  the  church  to  judge 
them  that  are  within.'  I Cor.  5:12.  Hence 
they  could  put  away  that  wicked  person  and 
purge  out  the  old  leven.  “God  judges 
them  that  are  without.”  I Cor.  5:13. 

Baptism  is  an  acknowledged  qualification 
for  church  membership  and  for  the  Lord’s 
Supper.  Christians  have  taught  from  the 
day  of  the  Apostles  that  baptism  is  a pre- 
requisite to  the  Supper.  In  this  there  is 
a general  agreement,  but  as  to  what  is  bap-

The  communicants  appreciate  and 
discern  thi:  liteial  ••ody  if  (.Inst  in  the 
faithful  receiving  of  the  elements,  which 
symbolize  His  broken  body  and  shed  blood 
(To  say  that  the  bread  and  wine  were  con- 
verted into  the  real  body  and  blood  of  Je- 
sus and  then  eaten,  would  be  making  spirit- 
ual cannibals  of  those  who  "partake. — Spur- 
geon.) * | 

Paul  addressed  this  exhortation,  “Let  a 
man  examine  himself  and  so  let  him  eat” 
to  the  church  at  Corinth  which  had  judged 
her  members,  which  had  purged  out  the  old 
leven,  which  had  approved  of  the  remain- 
ing in  conduct  and  in  doctrine.  The  re- 
maining ones  having  been  reproved,  Paul 
now  appeals  to  the  individuals  for  aclf-ex- 
amination  that  each  might  so  eat  and  drink 
as  to  discern  the  body  of  the  laird.  This  is 
the  purpose  of  the  Supper  and  to  fail  to 
“show  the  death  of  the  Savior  would  be  to 
miss  the  significance  of  the  ordinance,  and 
“eat  and  drink  condemnation”  to  their 
faith  and  profession. 

If  communicants  arc  faithful  in  thiis  ex3 
amining  themselves,  and  eating  and  drink- 
ing with  this  one  purpose,  they  will  not  be 
judged  or  condemned  in  their  claim  to  show 
their  Lord’s  death. 

The  common  interpretation  and  applica- 
tion given  to  the  text,  “Let  a man  examine 
himself  and  so  let  him  eat  and  drink”  license 
any  man  of  any  character  to  approach  the 
table  of  the  Lord  and  to  eat  and  drink  in 
whatsoever  state  he  finds  himself  after  ex- 
amination, while  those  who  have  care  of  the 
ordinance  would  be  powerless  to  say  “Nay.” 

I relate  the  following  conversation  to  em- 
phasize the  true  moaning  of  this  much  mis- 
used text.  I met  a Methodist  pastor  On  a 
Monday  after  he  had  administered  bread  and 
wine  on  the  Sabbath  preceding.  After 
passing  the  usual  compliments  of  the  day, 
inquired  concerning  the  services  of  the  Sab- 
bath. We  being  both  pastors  in  the  same 
town,  had  each  preached  at  the  same  hour. 
The  Methodist  pastor  erpressed  his  liberal 
views  of  the  Supper  by  staing  “Let  a man 
examine  himself  and  so  let  him  eat,”  stat- 
ing that  he  would  write  that  text  in  large 
letters  over  his  church  door  and  over  the 
table. 

I remarked:  “Col.  Ingersoll  is  dead.’’ 
“Yes,”  he  replied,  “but  what  has  that  to 
do  with  * open-communion  t’  ” I replied, 
“had  he  been  present  and  understood  your 
invitation  ‘to  eat’  he  doubtless  would  have 
arose  and  said,  ‘Mr.  Shoemaker,  I am  glad 
to  hear  your  invitation  to  your  feast  or  ta- 
ble.

Finally,  the  longer  the  distance,  the 
gre&ter  the  expense.  This  is  shown  in  sev- 
eral ways.  First,  the  railroad  fare  for  the 
’ patient  is  more,  of  course.  Secona.  the 
same  is  true  of  those  who  accompany  the 
patient.  Third,  it  will  be  true  of  those  of 
the  loved  ones  who  make  visits  to  the  pa- 
tients. A«d,  if  several  visits  should  have  to 
be  made  by  a friend,  or  several  friends,  the 
expense  would  become  quite  a consideration. 

For  these  reasons  and  others  not  difficult 
to  discover,  we  do  not  expect  to  see  great 
hospitals  increase  in  number,  but  we  ex- 
pect to  see  the  small  ones  multiply  rapidly 
and  do  a larger  service  for  afflicted  human- 
ity than  the  large  ones  so  remotely  located 
could  ever  do.  In  ten  years  from  now  it 
will  not  be  thought  at  all  necessary  to  go  to 
the  larger  cities,  such  as  New  Orleans,  wr- 
mingham,  Dallas,  or  Memphis  for  heavy  sur. 
gery,  as  it  can  be  done  quite  as  well  in  Me- 
ridian, Hattiesburg,  Jackson,  Vicksburg  or 
Shreveport. 

No  More  Whisky  Ads. 

The  Clarion-IjeJger,  which  has  heretofore, 
admitted  a limited  number  of  whisky  adver- 
tisements tu  its  columns,  us  it  has  admitted 
other  objectionable  business  not  prohibited 
by  law,  has  long  contemplated  the  exclus- 
ion of  such  advertisements  from  its  pages; 
and  is  glad  to  announce — 

That  after  the  expiration  of  existing  con- 
tracts no  other  whisky  advertisements  will 
he  published  in  these  columns. 

While  there  is  no  law  against  the  publi- 
cation of  whisky  advertisements,  there  is  a 
moral  sentiment  against  it.  as  there  is  against 
the  selling  of  whisky,  and  the  doing  of  oth- 
er things ‘outlawed  by  the  statutes. 

Whisky  selling  is  outlawed  in  this. state, 
the  people  of  Mississippi  having  time  and 
again  decided  against  it  in  local  option 
elections  The  sentiment  against  it  became 
so  strong,  and  of  such  a positive  forhe,  that 
only  a half-dozen  counties  were  selling  li- 
quor when  the  Legislature,  with  Senators 
and  Representatives  fresh  from  the  people, 
decided  by  a practically  unanimous  vote, 
tc  adopt  state-wide  prohibition,  thus  prohib- 
iting the  sale  in  every  county  in  Mississippi, 
and  tabooing  whisky  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  State. 

The  Clarion-Ledger,  believing  in  prohibi- 
tion, and  opposed  to  the  selling  of  whisky 
in  this  State,  does  not  feel  that  it  can  con- 
scientiously continue  the  publication  of  li- 
quor adveftiaements  in  its  columns,  which 
are  often  offensive,  misleading  and  most  ob- 
jectionable, often  shocking  by  their  bald 
and  reckless  assertions,  frauds  upon  their 
face.

The  last  point  was  memorialism,  and  we 
saw  that  Baptists  are  memorialists  and.not 
Racramentarians;  and  that  in  holding  this 
doctrine  they  stand  absolutely  alone.  That 
is.  alone  according  to  the  books  of  doctrine. 
Rome,  or  somebody  else,  after  the  days  of 
the  apostles,  started  the  doctrine  of  sac-

it.  Had  God  not  fixed  the  rule  fir  keep- 
ing memorials,  but  left  the  people  jto  nave 
celebrated  them  at  will,  the  date  if  their 
deliverance  would  doubtless  have  bicn  lost, 
and  the  observance  of  the  type  would  never 
have,  witnessed  its  completion  in  the  anti- 
type. Oh,  the  wisdom  of  our  God./ 

It  should  be  said  in  this  eonneot|>n  that 
God  not  only  gave  and  establish/'  l hie  rule 
for  memorials,  but  Christ  sanctioned  the 
rule  by  observing  the  passover  in  Its  sea- 
son, and  confirmed  it  by  instituting  His 
memorial  type  in  connection  with  tbit  mem- 
orial rite,  without  one  word  about  chang- 
ing God’s’  established  rule.  The  very,  fact 
that  lie  constituted  the  Supper  a memorial 
ordinance,  by  saying,  “This  do  in  (remem- 
brance of  me,”  Scripturally  fixes  the  often- 
ness  of  its  celebration,  unless  the  inspire  1 
writers  changed  the  rule  for  keeping  mem- 
orials; and  they  did  not,  so  far  as;  I can 
find.  I i. 

Look  for  a moment  at  the  grand!  culmi- 
nation of  the  grand  passover  memorial  type, 
as  a result  of  the  established  rule  jof'  oUr 
God.  The  nation  gathered  together  Id  com- 
memorate their  deliverance  from  Egypt 
and  slew  the  passovtT  lambs,  and  thin  slew 
“the  Lamb  of  God  which  taketh  away,  the 
sin  of  the  world.”  The  blood  of  the  triplets 
lambs  of  the  type  almost  mingled  with  the 
blood  of  the  antitype.  The  people,  kepi 
the  “feast  of  weeks”  in  its  season,  and 
“when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully 
come,”  the  holy  Spirit  came  upon  the  fol- 
lowers of  the  erpeified  Christ.  Thib  force 
and  the  beauty  of  a memorial  is  in  iti  being 
kept  in  its  season,  according  to  the  fulp  es- 
tablished by  God,  Himself.  The  world  l«*t 
the  force  and  the  power  that  should  nrcotn- 
pany  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper 
when  Christians  fused  into  it  the  sa/Tamon- 
tarian  ideas  and  took  it  out  of  its  rjghtful 
place  as  a God-given  memorial.  Did  you 
ever  think  of  the  singular  fact  that  we  do 
not  know  the  date  of  any  event  in  tjie  life 
of  Christ,  except  nis  going  to  Jerjisalerti 
to  the  passover  when  twelve  years  oil,  and 
the  date  of  His  death!  Is  there  notj  some- 
thing significant  in  the  fact  that  Christ  ?n- 
stituted  the  Supper  in  connection  wilh  the 
passover!  and  especially  the  passover  at 
which  He  was  slain!  Is  there  not  something 
in  the  fact  that  He  did  that  without  even 
intimating  a rule  for  the  recurrence  jof  the 
memorial  As  the  memorial  types  of  the  Old 
Testament  recurred  once  a year  in  thifr  sea- 
son and  culminated  in  their  antitypes,  may 
in  not  be  that  this  memorial  type  institution 
of  our  Lord,  given  as  it  was  in  connection 
with  His  death,  iva*  intended,  as  passovet 
was  for  the  Jews,  to  keep  the  date  j>f  His 
death,  as  well  as  commemorate  the  event! 
May  it  not  be  that  as  He  came  the  fir$t  time 
*ts  a deliverer  in  connection  with  trap  cele- 
bration of  the  time  of  a past  deliverance  of 
His  people,  that  lie  will  come  the  second 
time  as  the  gatherer  and  glorifier  of  Hjis  own 
°n  the  same  date!  Our  Lord  did  nothing 
without  purpose.  Baptists,  as  memoijiaUsts, 
need  to  study  this.point  from  the  standpoint 
°f  Seripturalness  and  consistency.  Should 
they  drop  their  following  after  the  ways  of 

i 


saersmentarians  and  turn  back  to  the  rule 
of  their  God.  and  the  example  of  their  I>ord 
: for  memorials  their  practice  would  confirm 
their  teachings,  and  the  beauty  of  the>r 
Scriptural  consistency  would  attract  the 
; world  to  their  celebration  of  the  death  of 
their  Redeemer;  and  others  would  catch  the 
spirit  of  their  hope  that  He  is  coming  hack 
again.  But  while  we  observe  the  rite  proni- 
| isouously,  as  sacranientarians  do,  the  world 
can  see  no  difference  between  the  two.

“did  that  which  was  good.”  He 
changed  the  tendencies  of  the 
times;  he  commanded  Israel  to 
seek  the  Lord ; he  proved  his  sin 
verity  by  dethroning  his  mother 
and  burning  her  idols.  Asa’s 
goodness  was  not  negative ; he 
f was  forceful  and  aggressive,  and 
according  to  current  standards, 
by  which  all  can  be  pardoned  for 
judging,  he  was  correct,  political- 
ly so,  at  any  rate. 

He  was  not  content  with  the 
moral  reformation  of  his  kingdom 
but  be  looked  to  its  physical  safe- 
ty by  equipping  and  drilling  an 
army  of  half  a million.
